to the wozld, when he is perfect in their tunes, hee ſpent all the 
nert dap in a thauiſh thicket, not far from the Citie, to pzaciſe 
ſhe ſtraynes by himſelke, but the Sun going to bed, being his 
houre to riſe, foꝛth flutters he amaine clole by the edge of dark- 
neſſe houering vnder the Ceuecs of the luburbs, till hee heard 
watchmen cald to their bzowne bils, e til V int ners were rea⸗ 
op to adiourne their Seſſtions and to araigne no moꝛe at their

This was not an old Souldier, that had bens beaten fo the 
wars of Calamity, (as the fozmer was) being wounded in the 
lap now ſick and groaning on his bed foz cures: But this was 
a ficſt man in the ſchole ofthe World; Agallant that had ſpent 
much, and learnt little , one whoſe ontſide onely ſhewd he was

to his good wozlhip,counſaild him to take his naps,and ſo were 


ready to turne the key vpon him, and their tailes both at ons 


time, but he Croaking vp a handtull ot his ba:re in dinerſe parts 
ol his heade, as ifhe had ſome great matter there to fetch out, 
thumping the table with his fit: as ik he had bæne coniuring 
bp a diuill, cald foz pen and inke, aud bowde that night not te 
lye in the ſtreetes of captiuitie. 

The inſtruments of Learning being ſet befozc him, and the 
roome cleared after fine oz ſir paire ofoathes were ſpet fozth

The Linſtock that gaue fire fo theſe Canon th;eats of our 
yong 
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yong Colonel! of cockneyes,again& thꝛe ſuch mighty comman- 
ders was kindled partly out of his feare, and partly out of an 


intelligence that both citie and country were layd foz him, and 


that purlies and liberties had mouletraps ſet to catch him; but 
looking, well vpon the ſmoaky wals, and the inged roofe of his 
lodging and remembzing that be was but in one of the Coun- 
ters, hereſolued topat on the cloake of mercie, and to (pare the 
two laſt fog a time, but fo dzawe out the ſwoꝛde and dagger of 
his juſtice, and to fab home the firſt, fo; arreſting him, and 
cooptng him vp, (like poultry ware,) and they were the 
Hergeants. 

Agaialt them would he wzite Inuectiues Satyres, Lybals, 
Rimes, yea caulſeth ſuch Jambicks as Archilocus made againſt 
Lycamves, oz ſach ſtuſfe as Hipponap, the painter of Ephaſus: 
this very inke ſhould be @qucazed ont of the guts of toades : 
Vis pens ſhould be cut out of Indian Canes after the heads of 
them were poyſoned, and his paper made of the filthy linnen 
rags that had bene wzapt about the infected and vicerous bo- 
dyes ofbeggers, that had dyed in a ditch ofthe peſtilente. But 
behold, Nocte pluit tota, redeunt ſpectacula mane. Jt thunds - 
red and lightened all night, yet was it a faire day the very 
next mozning foz furious Tamberlaine, who as pou heard, was 
cutting out; ſozts of banners foz his 3 [wozne enemies, he had 
ſcarce taken a nap ouer his 1ack-pot that ſtood iuſt vnder dis 
noſe, whileſt he leaned on his elbow w2ifing out crabbed faces 
as bs ſtudied foz bitter wo2ds to begin his erecrations.

Aco2ns. The officers that by reaſon ofthe burnt Sack went 
fozth with hye cullozs befoze,are now in ſmoaking clowdeg 
of Sweate returned back againe,as if it had bene iuſt their Qu. 
to enter at the lag end ol their commendations:the newss that
